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Monday August 30 Is Opening Day 
For 130,000 County School Students

Prince George’s County public 
schools will open Monday, Au- 
gust 30 for the 1999-2000 school 
year. Dr. Iris Metts is the new 
Superintendent of Schools. She 
was formerly the State of 
Delaware’s first Secretary of Edu- 
cation and took over on July 1 
from Dr. Jerome Clark, who has 
retired. Dr. Metts is expected to 
announce her detailed plans for 
the school system and for the 
coming year at an August 27 
meeting of all school employees. 

More than 130,000 students 
are expected to attend public 
schools in the county this year, 
making Prince George’s County 
the fifth largest school district in 
the United States. More than 
95,000 of these students are 
transported daily to more than 
200 schools. Over the summer 
the county sought to hire more 
than 1,000 new teachers, empha- 
sizing the hiring of as many cer- 
tified teachers as feasible. 

No major shifts of students ei- 
ther into or out of Greenbelt area 
schools are expected this year, 
but some reduction of busing for 
integration is anticipated in the 
next school year. 

Lunch Prices 

Lunch and breakfast prices 
will remain the same as last year. 
Elementary school children’s 
lunch will be $1.75; reduced 
price will be 40 cents. Lunch for 
middle and high schoolers will be 
$1.85; reduced lunches 40 cents. 


Adult lunches will be $2.50, ex- 
cluding a beverage. Breakfast in 
elementary schools will be $1.10; 
reduced price breakfasts, 30 
cents. Middle and high school 
breakfast will be $1.25. Adult 
breakfasts will be $1.50. Milk 
prices will stay the same at 40 
cents. 

Children will be bringing 
home information about free or 
reduced cost lunches soon after 
the first day of school. Some 
small families can earn no more 
than approximately $11,000 to 
$15,000 to be eligible for a free 
or reduced price meal. Larger 
families can earn substantially 
more and still be eligible. Par- 
ents who think they qualify for 
this program should contact their

Safety 

Safety measures were en- 
hanced last year both at the 
schools and on the buses. 
Present safety measures are being 
reviewed with some minor proce- 
dural changes being considered. 

The school system employs 55 
investigator/counselors, three field 
operations supervisors, and 60 
security assistants. Each high 
school has two investigator/coun- 
selors and one to three security

They include: Mary Lubek, first 
grade, Tammy Kurtz, second 
grade, and Sue Stimek, third 
grade. The principal indicated a 
few openings are still available in 
the second grade only. 


Council Reviews Retirement Plan, 
Campaign Signs Policy, Projects

In a wide-ranging meeting 
which covered topics from legis- 
lation to campaign signs, the 
Greenbelt city council heard the 
report of a comprehensive evalu- 
ation of the city’s retirement plan 
and moved a step forward in ap- 
proving capital projects in the FY 
2000 budget. Mayor pro tem 
Thomas White chaired the Au- 
gust 9 meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Judith Davis. 
Retirement Plan 
City Treasurer Jeff Williams 
presented the report of a commit- 
tee that had deliberated for about 
nine months on an evaluation of 
the city’s retirement plan. As a 
first step, an actuary assessed 
the value of the city’s contribu- 
tion to the state-wide retirement 
system. The Maryland plan is 
ranked low nationwide, at 49th 
out of 50 states. The actuarial 
consultant stated that he thought 
that the city got a low, but fair 
value, for its relatively low con- 
tribution to the Maryland retire- 
ment plan, in other words, that 
the investment was commensurate 
with the benefits received. 
Another option is now avail- 
able, however, to increase the 
contribution both on the part of 


employees and the city and virtu- 
ally to double the retirement ben- 
efits. Under this option, which 
has to be requested by the end of 
the year, employees would pay an 
additional two percent and the 
city an additional contribution of 
four percent. Employees can off- 
set the additional contribution to 
the retirement plan by reducing 
their contribution to the deferred 
compensation program. Williams 
stated that one objective of the 
retirement plan evaluation was to 
have employees take an active 
role in planning their retirement 
program. The next steps are in- 
formation hearings with city em- 
ployees, after which city staff will 
report back to council with spe- 
cific recommendations. City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin stated 
that the results and final decisions 
on this retirement plan will be 
factored into a full-scale salary 
and benefits study the city also 
plans. 
Capital Projects 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens introduced for first reading 
an ordinance to amend the capi- 
tal projects budget for FY 2000 
to $1,181,400. This includes al- 
most $500,000 for new projects 
discussed at a public hearing held 


at the beginning of the council 
meeting. Among the new 
projects approved are a restroom 
and other use facility for Buddy 
Attick Park, street resurfacing 
and fire safety systems for the 
Greenbelt Fire House. Projects 
previously approved include re- 
placement windows at the Com- 
munity Center, water quality im- 
provements at Greenbelt Lake, 
additional lighting at Braden 
Field, and traffic calming mea- 
sures. 
Theater Marquee 
Council unanimously ap- 
proved the purchase of a new 
marquee and changeable copy 
sign for the Greenbelt Theater. 
These are to be exact duplicates 
of the original signs. The total 
Sign replacement cost is esti- 
mated at $21,000. 
Councilmembers raised the issue 
of ownership of the signs and 
maintenance. City Attorney 
Robert Manzi was of the opinion 
that the signs would belong to 
the city; city staff agreed to 
clarify the maintenance issue 
with the theater owner. 
Campaign Signs 
Council also unanimously ap- 
proved a program to place election

Greenbelters Organized 
To Create a Community

(This is one of a series of ar- 
ticles about the history of city 
planning and its influence on the 
development of Greenbelt. The 
article is based upon notes made 
for a lecture series at the Com- 
munity Church two years ago. 
Much of the information is taken 
from the 50th Anniversary book,

Town, 1937 - 1987.” However. 
other source material was used 
as well.) 

Progressive Education 

The elementary school adopted 
progressive education teaching 
techniques with children learning 
by doing, Greenbelt had the first 
kindergarten in the county. The 
elementary school students 
formed their own cooperative for 
school supplies and candy. 
Dubbed the “gumdrop coop,” it 
received national publicity. 

Greenbelters actively organized 
for other purposes. On November 
9, the Greenbelt Citizens’ Asso- 


ciation held its first meeting. A [I§ an

Legion on January 9, 1938. By 
the end of 1937 there were two 
mothers’ clubs (for mothers with 


students of different ages), a Boy 
Scout troop, a bridge club and

In February 1938, the Greenbelt 
Athletic Club was organized. In 
less than a year it had over 200 
members with four basketball, 
nine volleyball and seven softball 
teams actively competing.

These small 
groups held testing parties, stud- 
ied meat grades, learned how to 


use electric stoves, and studied 


fabrics for sewing. Their study of 


milk led to the county setting 


proper standards for the grading 


of milk.

_ A Different View 
On Gun Control 


The great thing about the 
USA is the right to voice an 
opinion. You have yours, and I 
have mine. I would like to add 
my voice to “A Time for Ac- 
tion” editorial in the August 19 
News Review. First, Pll agree 
that kids’ having unsupervised 
access to guns is not a good 
thing in any respect, at any 
time. Where we differ are root 
Causes of crime and how to deal 
with the problem. 

You fail to give credit where 
credit is due. You say we don’t 
need Saturday Night Specials, 
UZIs, assault weapons and 
sniper rifles that can shoot down 
helicopters. Maryland and the 


Maryland legislature in the late 
“70s or early ‘80s defined a list 
of “Saturday Night Specials;” 
poorly manufactured, inexpen- 
sive “throw-away” guns. These 
guns have not been legally sold 
in Maryland since the inception 
of the list, and that list is not 
Static: it is updated by the 
Governor as needed. Federal 
law has prohibited ownership of 
full-automatic weapons like the 
UZI, since the late ‘30s or early 
‘40s. The exception is to ob- 
tain a Class III Federal Firearms 
License. To obtain this, a seri- 
ous amount of money is re- 
quired, as well as submitting the 
applicant to a stringent back- 
ground check. There is a fed- 
eral ban on “assault weapons” 
being manufactured, imported, 
or sold in the US since 1994. 
That same year, Maryland took 
the step to ban “assault pistols.” 
Sniper rifles, many of which are 
already categorized as “assault 
weapons,” have no more power 
or range than the “standard” 
hunting rifle. The difference is 
in accuracy — where a decent 
shooter using a hunting rifle can 
put three shots within the size 
of a quarter at 100 yards, the 
same shooter using a sniper 
rifle can put three shots within 
the size of a dime at the same 
distance. Sniper rifles that can 
down helicopters? These are 
not anti-aircraft batteries. 

I also agree that the war is 
between the lawless and the law 
abiding. The difference is that 
you believe arming both sides 
would be worse. Again, we 
disagree. In his book “More 
Guns, Less Crime: Understand- 
ing Crime and Gun Control 
Laws (Studies in Law and Eco- 
nomics),” John R. Lott, Jr., 
School of Law, University of 
Chicago, relying on the FBI’s 
yearly crime figures concluded 
that there is tremendous deter- 
rence in firearm ownership 
without an accompanying rise in 
firearm-related accidental 
deaths. 

Liberal Right-to-Carry laws 
have been instrumental in crime 
rates dropping in every state 
where enacted. When Florida 
allowed citizens to carry con- 
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-cealed weapons a couple of 


years ago, the “shootout at the 
OK Corral” did not occur as 
some opponents predicted. Far 
from it. Crime went down, in- 
cluding crimes involving use of 
a firearm. The most recent trag- 
edy in Los Angeles — the shoot- 
ing of the children in the Jewish 
day care center occurred there 
because the three primary Jewish 
“targets” in the area had armed 
guards. Of course, that tragedy 
need not have occurred at all. 
Had anyone bothered to enforce 
existing laws, the gunman would 
still have been in jail and his 
firearm in the custody of au- 
thorities — early parole, and the 
parole officer not taking the 
steps to remove the previously 
purchased firearm from his pos- 
session made this possible. 
While we are talking about 
laws not being enforced, the 
Brady law makes merely at- 
tempting to purchase a firearm 
by a prohibited person a felony. 
Why are our jails not full with 
the thousands of felons that 
Brady has denied the right to 
purchase firearms? Maybe the 
Chicago string of killings would 
have been averted had the killer 
been arrested when he failed the 
mandatory background check. 
Of the 6,000 cases the Depart- 
ment of Education recorded of 
juveniles bringing firearms to 
school the last two years, there 
have been 13 cases prosecuted 
nationwide. Do you think this 
lack of enforcement empowers 
kids to do the wrong thing? 
Something like 11 adults have 
been prosecuted nationwide last 


year for illegally transferring 


firearms to minors. What is this 
telling our kids? Where is the 
lesson that this is wrong and 
there is a price to pay? 

It is not a rosy picture in the 
other countries. It is interesting 
that while the USA “enjoys” a 
low occurrence of home break- 
ins while the home is occupied, 
Great Britain’s criminals don’t 
bother waiting for the residents 
to leave. One could surmise that 
the criminals are bolder there be- 
cause they don’t have to worry 
about firearms in homes as they 
do in the USA.

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went to Bladensburg High in the 
‘60s there was an active rifle 
range inside the building in plain 
view. We had a rifle team, as 
did many other schools in the 
area. Now, an elementary 
school kid in Anne Arundel 
County has been suspended for 
having a hand-drawn picture of a 
gun on school premises. Has 
the hysteria gone too far? Is 
there something else at work? I 
agree that we can’t return to the 
naive times of yesteryear. Why 
are the kids the way they are?

Maybe a little enforcement of 
existing laws might help too. 

I do not doubt the well-inten- 
tioned acts of the good citizens 
of Greenbelt who overwhelm- 
ingly voted in the past of addi- 
tional gun control, only the 
means.

Over Greenbelt? 


Adding new structures and 
amenities to Buddy Attick Park 
will result in two things: more 
people using our small park and 
more of the problems that result 
in increased usage. This seems 
like looking for trouble. 

What is so wrong with a 
minimalist setting where the lack 
of concessions, facilities, and en- 
tertainment encourages short, 
low-key visits over all day blow- 
outs? Are there not enough drug 
deals and fights? Or illicit liai- 
sons? (Yep, the vans are a 
‘rockin’ — just this year I hap- 
pened upon a nice couple parked 
by the Recycling Station in broad 
daylight ... playing backgam- 
mon.) Not enough folks getting 
tanked and going for midnight 
swims? (There’s plenty of beer 
bottle caps around now.) Not 
enough noise? 

The sign currently posted 
says: “This small city park has 
limited facilities. If parking lot 
is full we recommend the picnic 
facilities at Greenbelt Regional 


Park...” 

Other metropolitan area parks 
also offer the sorts of amenities 
being discussed and they, rather 
necessarily, have more acreage 
and personnel to offer as well. 
There are already months out of 
the year I avoid our Lake Park 
due to the overflow crowds; wit- 
ness the testy mood prevailing in 
the parking lot alone on seasonal 
May or June weekends. 

About that parking lot. Won’t 
enlarging the parking area come 
right on the heels of any building 
projects? If the park gets enough 
use, rangers may not be sufficient 
for control, and talk will likely 
turn to hiring police officers for 
heavy use months. 

The new landscaping and 
plants around the lake provided 
by Bill Phelan and the Horticul- 
ture Crew of Public Works are 
lovely. If the city wants to spend 
money, why not continue putting 
it toward keeping the park aes- 
thetically pleasing and environ- 
mentally sound? Plants, trees, 
and wildlife, not Six Flags Over 
Greenbelt.

Greenbelt’s Turkish friend 
Hilal Ozcan is alive and well, 
having survived the earthquake 
in Turkey. After visiting 
Greenbelt at the beginning of 
the summer, she returned to 
Turkey and spent the next 
months with her family.

assistants. Investigators are as- 
signed to special centers, and 
middle and elementary schools 
by clusters. One security assis- 
tant is assigned to each middle 
school. | 

Magnet Schools 

Parents of Talented and 
Gifted (TAG) children in the 
magnet program should have 
received letters describing the 
change in transportation for 
‘their children. Children will 
be picked up and dropped off 
at more centralized locations. 
In most cases, door-to-door ser- 
vice will no longer be pro- 
vided. A magnet help desk has 
been established for transporta- 
tion issues. The number is 
301-952-6701. 

Jennifer Bryant, magnet 
school program recruitment 
specialist, indicated that several 
programs still have openings. 
Currently these programs are 
accepting applications from 
non-African-American students 
only to strengthen the racial di- 
versity .of the magnet schools. 
The Biotech program at 
Fairmont Heights High School, 
the Humanities and Interna- 
tional Studies programs at An- 
drew Jackson Middle School 
and Central High School, and 
the Science, Mathematics and 
Technical program at G. 
Gardner Shugart Middle School 
still are accepting applications. 
However, some programs are 
limited to students living 
within certain school bound- 
aries. In addition, there are 
some openings at Oakcrest El- 
ementary School, one of the 
magnet — schools — open. -to 
Gteenbelt TAG students. To 
obtain more information on 
these programs, call the Mag- 
net School office at 301-952- 
6701. 

OASIS/Cluster Schools 

Since 1995 schools in the 
county have been grouped into 
20 cluster groups with seven to 
12 schools in each cluster. Each 
cluster is headed by a Chief 
Educational Advisor (CEA), who 
is assisted by an advisory board. 
Greenbelt’s lead school is 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
with Dr. Gerald Boarman as 
CEA. The OASIS program, a 
part of the cluster plan, provides 
opportunities for the whole com- 
munity to participate in different 
activities. Subject tutoring and 
SAT tutoring are among the 
most popular programs. How- 
ever, at press time, Dr. Metts 
had not announced her plans for 
the OASIS program for the com- 
ing year. 

Registration 

State law requires school at- 
tendance for every child be- 
tween the ages of five and 16. 
All children in the State of 
Maryland will be required to 
attend kindergarten or an alter- 
native program. A law was 
passed six years ago that low- 
ered the age of compulsory 
school attendance to five years 
of age and affecting all chil- 
dren who are five by December 
31. It requires that children 
attend kindergarten before en- 
tering first grade. 

The law permits some exemp- 
tions. Five-year-olds may be en- 
rolled in a child care center or 
Head Start program or home 
schooling. When appropriate, a 
child may be granted a one-year 
level-of-maturity waiver. 

Children cannot be enrolled 
in first grade unless they have 


completed kindergarten or an al- 
ternative program. 

A parent or guardian of a 
child who attended an alternative 
program must register the child 
for first grade prior to the open- 
ing of school of the school year 
in which the child becomes six 
years old and must provide docu- 
mentation showing proof of atten- 
dance in the alternate setting. 
Documentation includes the date 
the child was enrolled and the 
number of days the child was ab- 
sent. 

A six-year-old child who 
moves into Maryland who has not 
had a kindergarten experience 
may be enrolled in kindergarten 
or first grade. The local school 
system will determine the appro- 
priate grade placement. 

Newcomers to the school sys- 
tem should bring their. child’s 
birth certificate, proof of resi- 
dence in Prince George’s County 
(deed, rental contract, etc.), record 
of immunization and the child’s 
last report card if entering first 
grade or above. 

Extra-Curricular Activities 

High school students need to 
have a 2.0 or better grade point 
average in order to participate in 
extra-curricular sports or activi- 
ties; averages will be computed 
each quarter. 

Expulsion Policy 

Strict standards will continue 
to be upheld for drug, alcohol 
and weapons abuse (including 
knives). Students need to be 
aware that no weapons may be 
brought to school at any time and 
that expulsion will result should 
this rule be broken. According to 
the Code of Student Conduct, stu- 
dents will be expelled for the first 


_.offense. 


For incidents involving drugs 
or alcohol, the students will be 
expelled for the first offense in- 
volving distribution and the sec- 
ond offense involving posses- 
sion. Most of these students 
will not be eligible for readmis- 
sion to the Prince George's 
County school system. Students 
who are readmitted must remain 
expelled for at least the remain- 
der of the semester in which the 
incident occurred and the fol- 
lowing full semester. They 
must also present documentation 
of satisfactory participation in 
an alcohol/drug treatment pro- 
gram. Should a child bring a 
loaded weapon to school, the 
parent will be prosecuted under 
state law. 

Policy on Medication 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services within Prince 
George’s County Public Schools, 
acting on a recommendation from 
the state of Maryland, changed 
school policy six years ago re- 
garding the dispensing of pre- 
scription and non-prescription 
medicine to students. 

No medicines will be given to 
students without a physician’s 
medication authorization form PS- 
51 or PSS1I-EPIPEN. Forms are 
available at all schools. 

Parents are asked to inform the 
school principal, health services 
staff and the classroom teacher of 
any known allergy or serious 
health problem their children may 
have. Every effort will be made 
to protect all students from injury 
and to provide a healthful envi- 
ronment. 

Students will be transported by 
ambulance to the nearest medical 
facility should they require emer- 
gency treatment that cannot be 
provided at the school site. Par- 
ents will be notified as soon as 
possible. 
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Operation Backpack 

A new school year is here. 
Parents and students have been 
visiting shopping centers stocking 
up on paper, pencils, notebooks 
and other school supplies. There 
are, however, a few students who 
may not get new school supplies. 
To address this need so that all 
students have a chance to begin 
the new academic year with new 
supplies, the Prince George’s 
County Public School System is 
sponsoring Operation Backpack. 

Coordinated by the Division of 
Public Services, Operation Back- 
pack is seeking donations of 
backpacks and school supplies for 
elementary (grades K-6) and sec- 
ondary (grades 7-12) students.

signs on designated public prop- 
erty sites. In operation during 
the past four elections, the pro- 
gram allows candidates either to 
place their signs on nine areas 
throughout the city or to have the 
city install the signs. White had 
asked if it was necessary to ap- 
prove the program at this meeting 
sr whether. it could be delayed to 
the next meeting. City Clerk 
David Moran indicated that time 
was needed to get everything in 
place by the election. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said that his position on this 
was very clear; he objected to 
city staff installing election signs, 
but would approve the program 
as long as candidates had the op- 
tion of installing their own signs. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
wistfully hoped that this type of 
orderly placement of signs could 
extend to real estate, advertising 
and other signs which appear 
throughout the city. 

Legislative Scene 

The city council agreed to 
submit several items for consider- 
ation in this year’s legislative ses- 
sion. Actually they were items 
submitted, but not enacted, last 
year. These include legislation to 
prevent the proposed Inter-County 
Connector, to prohibit zoning by 
text amendment, and to increase 
the investment required for the 
BLX liquor license to $1 mil- 
lion. 

In other cross-county business, 
council agreed to support a legis- 
lative initiative by New 
Carrollton to require landlords to 
arrange for storage of residential 
property during eviction proceed- 
ifs: This propose! would re- 
quire storage on- or off-site for 
up to 10 days, for which tenants 
would be billed to prevent addi- 
tional costs to the property own- 
ers. Council agreed that this pro- 
posal would be a more orderly 
approach, prevent the loss of per- 
sonal property by those evicted 
and provide an approach for land- 
lords to follow. 

Other Business 

In response to a petition for 
traffic calming on Lastner Lane, 
the city staff met with Boxwood 
Village residents. It appears that 
this street qualifies for traffic 
calming based on an earlier city- 
wide study. City staff will follow 
up and report back to council. 

McLaughlin reported a late 
night break in at the small com- 
munity building in Schrom Hills 
Park; a television set was stolen. 

Council also approved amend- 
ments to a resolution establishing 
the Assisted Living Task Force, 
which increases the maximum 
membership to nine, adds a pro- 
vision to allow the appointment 
of additional non-voting experts, 
and adds a council and staff liai-

Churches 

During the winter of 1939 the 
religious organizations began to 
evolve as distinct groups. Their 
leaders were the Rev. Robert 
Kincheloe for the Community 
Church, father Leo Fealey for the 
Roman Catholic Church, Leon 
Elsberg, chairman of the Hebrew 
Congregation and Elder Donald 
H. Wigstaff of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of the Latter Day 
Saints. While there was an 
ecumencial spirit, it did not go so 
far as to build a single church to 
house all the denominations as 
envisioned by Rev. Kincheloe. 

The Garden Club, formed in 
the fall of 1938, proposed to the 
town council that a flower and 
garden contest and show be held 
the next summer. This idea ex- 
panded to become the first town 
fair held near Labor Day. 
Twenty-two organizations partici- 
pated in the event. 

Town Actions 

On January 23, 1939, the 
council passed a resolution en- 
abling the creation of a town 
hospital. The hospital was located 
in the four unit building at 30 
court Ridge (at Gardenway across 
from the McCarls’ dental prac- 
tice). It opened on April 1. Dr. 
James W. McCarl began his den- 
tal practice in the medical center 
in May. 

On June 10, the first town 
supported library opened at the 
community center. Recreational 
activities were promoted and the 
town established the first public 
recreation department in Mary- 
land on September 1, 1938 with 
Vincent Holochwost and Doris 
Dugan appointed the first direc- 
tors. The directors also taught 
physical education in the schools. 

In the spring of 1938, council 
initiated a contest to design a 


community flag and seal. Mary 
Clare Bonham won the flag con- 
test and Robert Templeman won 
the seal contest for a map of 
Greenbelt. At the second council 
election, Ruth Taylor became the 
first woman ever to be elected to 
a governing body in Prince 
George’s County. In June 1938, 
Taylor proposed one of the 
town’s most famous ordinances - 
the prohibition against wearing 
shorts in the center. 
National Attention 

Early Greenbelters essentially 
lived in a goldfish bowl. More 
people came to see Greenbelt 
than any national monument. 

Visitors would peer into win- 
dows of occupied houses and 
stare at the inhabitants as if they 
were animals at the zoo. Others 
stopped residents on the streets, 
including the mayor, to ask how 
they were being treated. 

The press devoted consider- 
able publicity to the town, much 
of which was derogatory. 

When the Citizen Association 
voted to have a moratorium on 
meetings between Christmas and 
New Years so that residents 
could be with their families, the 
papers incorrectly interpreted it 
as a desire to withdraw from 
group participation. 

The shorts prohibition ordi- 
nance was given great publicity 
and ridicule. 

Many world and national 
leaders came to visit Greenbelt. 
President Roosevelt came during 
construction and placed the first 
fish in Greenbelt Lake. Eleanor 
Roosevelt came more often and 
took an active interest in the so- 
cial structure of the community 
as well as its construction. Oth- 
ers to visit the town were Sir 
William Grenfel, Sir Raymond 
Unwin, father of city planning in 
England, and Frank Langstone, 
minister of the government of 
New Zealand.

prejudice reported occurred as a 
result of visitors. Twice objec- 
tions were raised to “colored 
people being served in the town 
drugstore,” a practice not permit- 
ted in neighboring communities 
These objectors were shouted 
down both at a Citizens’ Associa- 
tion meeting and earlier when it 
had been brought up at the town 
elections. Eventually, African- 
Americans began to use other 
city facilities, including the 
swimming pool, and began to 
buy or rent homes in Greenbelt, 


all without incident.
